Plans have been agreed upon for building of an earth approach 
to the west concrete approach of the Bismarck-Mandan vehicular 
bridge and building of a gravel road from there tq the city- limits 
of Mandan., The proposition was approved by the Morton county 
board of commissioners late yesterday^afternoon and by the state 
highway commission in meeting at the capitol this morning. 
The action settles the controversy over the bridge. The way 


is now opened for completion of the bridge, when plans are ap- 
proved by the United States Bureau of Public Roads. 
It is likely, as a result of the agreement, that the new bridge 


will be in use by the middle of July.

The statement 
said that for twelve years prior to the 
Volstead act the Neal institutions 
treated 100,000 drink victims. 
The "Rev. Mr. Randall quoted a let- 


ter from Secretary Evans of the Pe- 
orla Chamber of Commerce in wtoioh 
it wag stated that concerns occupying 
the old distilleries and brewing 
tolants (at Peorja) employ more men 
fend mote tfftmeyir involved than in 
the olden day®. Our Ibank cleariags 
have Increased at the rate of $15,080,-

"Our cases of 
drug addiction are so rate that we 
have never kept a record of them. .In 
the year 1918-1919. of the 8J842 cases 
which were actually investigated by 
us, 412 of them were directly,caused 
by intemperance cases."

hospitals. There were notjthe accl- 
dent4 and deaths occasioned by drunk- 
en Brawlings, there was a reduction 
in the number of illegitimate births, 
and the Bridewell had fewer in- 
mates."
